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REMARKS 

Claims 1-22 are pending in the application. Claims 1-2, 4, 9-10, 16, 18-19 and 22 stand 
provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting 
as being unpatentable over claims 1-3,12-14, and 16-18 of co-pending application S/N 
10/825,094. Applicants respectfully disagree with the Examiner, but in the interest of passing 
this case to issue hereby submit a Terminal Disclaimer in view of the '094 application, and 
submit that this provisional rejection is now moot. 

Claims 1-2, 5, 7-8, 17 and 21 also stand objected to for certain informalities, all of which 
have been addressed by the claim amendments presented herein. 

Applicants acknowledge with gratitude the Examiner's indication of allowability as to 
claims 3, 5-8, 11-15, 17 and 20-21. 

Regarding the prior art made of record by the Examiner but not relied upon, Applicants 
believe that this art does not render the pending claims unpatentable. 

In view of the above, Applicants submit that the application is now in condition for 
allowance and respectfully urge the Examiner to pass this case to issue.
